Reforms Take Effect Jan. i—Trav- 
eters Will Appreciate Simpler Mon- 
etary System—Entire Stamp Series

FRESH SCIENTIFIC NOTES. 


_ A JOURNEY IN ABYSSINIA.—In a read 
before the British association, Captain Avelby de- 
scribed a journey in' King Ménelek’s dominions. 
He stated that in the Abyssinians there lay a 
mint of pluck, energy, and intelligence which was 
merely waiting for development. He noticed that 
those tribes who relied for food solely on milk 
end meat were of finer physique than those 
favored with cereals as well; whilst others de- 
pendent solely on fis 
miserable individuals. He 6 across one tribe 
who held the. notion that whenever there was 
thunder, a white man was born, and hence it 
was thought that he must be able to bring rain 
with him. The Captain exhibited photos of Abys- 
sinian giants over aeven feet in height. 


CONSUMPTION COFFEE.-—-From a report 
issued by the British Foreign office it appears 
that Holland consumes twenty-three pounds of 
coffee per head; Denmark, 15; Begium, 11; United 
States, 9.95; Germany, 5.25;; France, 8.26; and 
Great Britain, 0.7 pounds per head. Holland and 
the United States the only countries which 
admit coffee free of import duty, hence probably 
the large consumption. Coffee improves with age 
both in taste and aroma, and if kept in a perfectly 
dry atmosphere reaches perfection in the eighth 
year. As it ages, it loses weight by evaporation, 
hence holders are anxious to sell it with the least 
possible delay..In the process of roasting 10 per 
cent of the original weight is lost by evaporation.

GAGE ON RIGHTS OF BANKS. 


Views of the Secretary of the Treasury 
Expressed in His Speech at 
Orange, N. 


New York Sun (Republican): Secretary 
Gage thinks it hard on the banks of the 
country that they are restrained by law 
from issuing as many of their engraved 
notes#as they can persuade people to take, 
and ptt them into circulation as money. In 
his address at the New England society's 
dinner at Orange, N. J., last Friday even- 
ing he took the ground that the privilege 
of note-issuing by banks is not a privilege 
conferred by law, but an inalienable right, 
like life, liberty; and the pursuit of hap- 
piness. The principle, he said, applied to 
banking, “‘ weuld allow the banker to ex- 
tend his é¢redit through his notes of hand, 
or by an open credit on his books, as might 
best suit the convenience of his dealers.”’ 

This has a plausible sound, but it is disin- 
genuous and sophistical. No law prevents 
a bank from extending its credit to its 
dealers in any way it pleases. What it for- 
bids is the attempt by a bank to deceive 
people who are not dealers with it into 
accepting as money its promises, engraved 
and printed in such a manner as to give 
them a fictitious value. A dealer’s check 
on his bank is accepted solely on the 
strength of his and the bank’s credit; an 
engraved bank note circulates because it is 


associated in the public mind with a func- 
tion quite different from that of a check or 
of an individual’s promissory note. 

Of the swindling that was perpetrated in 
=the old days, when irresponsible banks in 
inaccessible localities were permitted to 
issue their notes in unlimited quantities, 
‘“‘as might best suit the convenience of 
dealers,’’ the present generation, 
nately, has little knowledge. Only a com- 
paratively few of us remember the thou- 
sand different kinds of bank notes that once 
circulated here as money, some of them at 
a small discount, some of them at a large 
one, and all of them of uncertain value. 
The victims of bank failures and of coun- 
terfeiters were principally the poor and the 
ignorant, who were slow to doubt that the

That time has 
passed. Now all our paper money is as 
good as gold, and the poorest among us 
needs only to. count it to be sure of getting 
what is due him. |

Witness a Shower of Meteors of 
Unusual Brilliancy. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 25.—Captain Flee- 
tham and the crew of the British steamship 
Grossmont, which is now lying at the Dela- 
ware breakwater, after a successful run 
from Java, witnessed a splendid meteoric 
display on Dec. 9, when the vessel was in 
latitude 83.14 and longitude 32.51. A bril- 
liant meteor was sighted in the heavens to- 
ward the southwest. It ascended’to an alti- 
tude ‘of ten degrees, where it remained an 
instant, and then shot away in a northerly 
direction, followed closely by a dozen other 
meteors of the brilliancy of the planet 
Venus. A peculiar part of the display was 
the non-appearance of the flery tails usually 
seen with meteors.

To ** Telephotograph’’ the Boers. 

For the first time in history the telephotog- 
rapher is about to play his part—it may be an 
important part—in warfare. 

Second Corporal Ford of the Royal En- 
gineers, Chatham, has been detailed as tele- 
photographer to the army in south Africa, 
and has sailed from Southampton with his 
cycle and apparatus. 

Corporal Ford's camera, which {ts fitted 
with “telephoto” lenses, is a wonderful 
machine, which will take a clear photograph 
of a man, or battery, or intrenchments at 
any distance up to two miles. So that beyond 
the range of the enemy’s rifles Corporal Ford 
will be able to get photographs of their posi- 
tions which should prove of great value.
